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Community 'violence 
interrupters' work to 


stem rising crime 


(AP) — When Rasheedat Fetuga became a 
teacher, she worked hard to help protect her 
students, many of them poor and from a near- 
by housing project. When one of her favorites 
was shot and killed at 16, she stood at his fu- 
neral and vowed to do more. 


That was the beginning of the Gideon's Army vio- 
lence interrupters, a small group that works in pre- 
dominantly Black North Nashville to defuse tense 
situations before they become violent. 

Their primary focus is a 228-unit housing project 
formally known as the Cumberland View Apart- 
ments but more commonly referred to by its nick- 
name, Dodge City, for the amount of gun violence 
that has historically occurred there. 

The violence interrupters include Hambino God- 
body, who grew up in Cumberland View and still 
has DCP (Dodge City Projects) tattooed on the back 
of his left hand. 

“We're the cure to the violence in real life. We know 
we are because we cured ourselves first,” he said. 
Violent crime has spiked nationwide after plummet- 
ing in the early months of the pandemic, with many 
cities seeing double-digit increases in gun violence. 
President Joe Biden's administration has sent strike 
forces to Chicago, Los Angeles, New York, San 
Francisco and Washington, D.C., to help take down 
gun networks, and has encouraged states to use CO- 
VID-19 relief money to hire police or counselors.

(AP) — As New York's lieutenant 
governor, Kathy Hochul has spent 
years on the road as the friendly 
face of the administration, vis- 
iting the far-flung coffee shops 
and factory floors of each of the 
state's 62 counties for countless 
ribbon-cutting ceremonies and 
civic cheerleading events. 


Now, with Gov. Andrew Cuomo fac- 
ing possible impeachment over sexual 
harassment allegations, her next stop 
may be the state Capitol of Albany. 


Hochul would become the state's 
first woman governor if Cuomo were 
removed from office. 


A centrist Democrat from western 
New York, she has worked deep in 
Cuomo's shadow for her two terms 
in office, but this week joined the 
chorus of politicians denouncing the 
governor after an independent inves- 
tigation concluded he had sexually 
harassed 11 women while in office. 





“I believe these brave women," Ho- 
chul wrote, calling Cuomo's behav- 
ior “repulsive and unlawful" in a 
statement Tuesday. 


She also acknowledged what has been 
simmering for months: The possibil- 


ity she will become governor. 


"Because lieutenant governors stand 


next in the line of succession, it would 
not be appropriate to comment fur- 
ther on the process at this moment,” 
she wrote. 


To many New Yorkers, Hochul is an 
unknown quantity, serving since 2015 
in a job that is mostly ceremonial. A 
typical afternoon in late July had her 
announcing job training funding in 
Utica, discussing manufacturing in 
Rome and touring downtown Caze- 
novia with the small town's mayor. 





That has been nothing like the atten- 
tion-demanding appearances of the 
determinedly high-profile Cuomo, 
who does most of his business in Al- 
bany and New York City and whose 
daily coronavirus briefings were na- 
tional events at the height of the 
coronavirus. 


Hochul has not been part of Cuomo’s 
inner circle of aides and allies. Her 
name wasn’t mentioned in the inves- 
tigative report, released by Attorney 
General Letitia James, that detailed 
not only the harassment allegations 
against Cuomo but also efforts by his 
staff to discredit some of his accusers. 





But at 62, Hochul is an experienced 
politician, a veteran of 11 campaigns 
that have taken her from town board 
to Congress, the latter representing a 
conservative western New York dis- 
trict after a surprising 2011 win in a 
special election to fill a vacancy in the 
U.S. House. 





“Pragmatic would be a good way to 
describe her,” said Jacob Neiheisel, an 
associate political science professor at 
the University at Buffalo. “Someone 
who is pretty good at reading the tea 
leaves and coming around to where 
her constituency 1s.” 


Hochul’s office declined an interview 
request. 


A steelworker’s daughter, Hochul, a 
lawyer, worked in Washington as an 
aide to former U.S. Rep. John La- 
Falce and later, Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, both from New York, 
before holding her first public office, 
on the town board in Hamburg, near 
Buffalo. 


From there, she became Erie County 
Clerk, where she made some news in 
2007 for resistance to a plan by then- 
Gov. Eliot Spitzer to allow unauthor- 
ized immigrants get driver’s licenses. 
Hochul and another western New 
York clerk explored a plan to have 
police arrest immigrants who tried to 


apply. 


“It will be a deterrent, and that’s what 
I'm looking for,” Hochul told The 
Buffalo News at the time. 


Her next move was to Congress, 
where in 2011 she had a surprising 
win in a special election in a district 
that had been in Republican hands for 
decades. She lost a bid for reelection 
a year later to Republican Chris Col- 
lins, despite an endorsement by the 
National Rifle Association. Collins 
later resigned from the U.S. House 
and pleaded guilty to insider trading. 


Hochul moved to the left, politically, 
when Cuomo tapped her as his run- 
ning mate in 2014 after his first lieu- 
tenant governor, former Rochester 
Mayor Robert Duffy, decided not to 
run for reelection. 


She backed New York's SAFE Act, 
one of the nation's toughest gun con- 
trol laws, as well as the state's Green 
Light Law, which let unauthorized 
immigrants get driver's licenses. 


Hochul has not publicly expressed 
whether she would pursue a full term 
in 2022 1f she were to step into the

role. 


An upstate candidate running for any 
statewide office in New York faces a 
daunting challenge, but even more so 
for the governor's office, which has 
historically drawn from New York 


City. 


Neiheisel said given her record, it is 
difficult to predict what a “distinctly 
Hochul agenda” might look like, es- 
pecially when faced with the state’s 
still-active pandemic response and a 
recovery that will involve billions of 
dollars in federal aid. 


“Given how little she’s historically 
been in the news cycle, I really don’t 
think she has the kind of name rec- 
ognition that you would expect of 
somebody who is suddenly being 
thrust into a position of maybe being 
governor,” Neiheisel said “She's go- 
ing to have to do an awful lot, really 
fast, in order for there to be a serious 
conversation for keeping that job." 


At a news briefing Wednesday, New 
York City Mayor Bill de Blasio, who 
has a famously contentious relation- 
ship with Cuomo, said he's gotten to 
know Hochul over the last few years 
and “she strikes me as a very reason- 
able person." 


“I believe if Kathy Hochul becomes 
governor, she'll be an honest bro- 
ker," he said. ^We'll be able to work 
together." 


In Buffalo, Erie County Executive 
Mark Poloncarz worked alongside 
Hochul when he was county comp- 
troller and she was Erie County 
Clerk. He said he saw Hochul easily 
stepping into the governor's office. 


“I think it’s fair to say that if that did 


happen, we certainly would have a 
friend in Albany,” he said. 


Weary US businesses confront new round of mask mandates 


(AP) - Businesses large 
and small, from McDon- 
ald’s and Home Depot 
to local yoga studios, are 
reinstituting mask man- 
dates as U.S. coronavirus 
cases rise. Bars, gyms and 
restaurants across the 
country are requiring vac- 
cines to get inside. 


After a largely mask-free 
summer, it's a reversal no one 
wanted to see, brought on by 
the fast-spreading delta vari- 
ant and new guidance from 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control. But business own- 
ers and workers say they will 
do what they can to keep their 
doors open and not slow the 
economic gains of the last 
few months. 


^We've already been through 
the worst of the challenges 
when we shut down the in- 
doors last year," said Brack 
May, the chef and owner of 
Cowbell, a New Orleans 
burger joint. “Let's just get 
ahead of the curve here." 


May recently began requir- 
ing customers to show their 
vaccine cards for indoor 
dining. He said he wants to 
protect his workers, who are 
required to be vaccinated 
but have young children at 
home, as well as his neigh- 
borhood, where some musi- 
cians recently contracted the 
coronavirus. 


May expects that eventually, 


vaccine rules like his will be 
commonplace. Next month, 
New York City will start re- 
quiring vaccinations to enter 
restaurants, gyms and the- 
aters. 


But for now, customers are 
far more likely to encounter 
mask mandates. After lift- 
ing mask recommendations 
for fully vaccinated people 
in May, the CDC reversed 
course in late July, recom- 
mending masks for both 
vaccinated and  unvaccinat- 
ed people in areas of higher 
transmission. 


The shifting guidance has 
caused confusion over which 
rules to enforce and how. 
Walmart and Target, for in- 


stance, recently began requir- 


ing masks for employees __ 


but not customers — in ar- 
eas where virus transmission 
rates are high. McDonald's 
is requiring masks for both 
employees and customers. 
Home Depot's mask man- 


date is nationwide. 





Many business owners didn't 
wait for the CDC or their lo- 
cal governments before act- 
ing. In mid-July, Tamra Pat- 
terson reinstituted a mask 
mandate and reduced seat- 
ing capacity from 200 to 65 
at Chef Tam’s Underground 
Cafe, the restaurant she owns 
in Memphis, Tennessee. 
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New push to disband Minneapolis police after Floyd's death 


(AP) — On a hot summer 
afternoon, Latrell Snider 
and his partner knocked 
on Abdullahi Mohamed’s 
door, introduced them- 
selves and launched their 
pitch: Minneapolis, they 
said, has a chance to re- 
place its police depart- 
ment with something 
new, and they wanted Mo- 
hamed’s support. 


With his children looking on 
from a living room window, 
Mohamed reacted cautiously, 
saying he likes police and re- 
lies on them to keep his fam- 
ily safe. When Snider assured 
him that a new public safety 
department would still have 
a police unit but would do 
things differently — such as 
responding to some 911 calls 
without armed officers — 
Mohamed brightened. 


^I think that would be a bet- 
ter idea," he said. 


More than a year after George 
Floyd's death sparked a failed 
push to abolish the Minne- 
apolis Police Department, 
activists and several City 
Council members are trying 
again, with a well-funded ini- 
tiative that would ask voters 
in November whether the 
department — disparaged by 
critics for what they say is an 
enduring culture of brutality 
— should be dismantled. 


In its place would be a pub- 
lic safety department that 
employs a “comprehensive 
public health approach" and 
licensed peace officers “if 


necessary" The new depart- 
ment would no longer be 
under the sole command of 
the mayor's office, which 1s 
significant given that incum- 
bent Mayor Jacob Frey op- 
poses abolishing the police 
department while a major- 
ity of City Council members 
supports the idea. 


More than 30 local groups 
are pushing for change under 
the “Yes 4 Minneapolis" ban- 
ner. They gathered 20,000 
signatures to get the measure 
on the ballot — almost twice 
the number necessary — and 
have raised about $1 million, 
including $500,000 from 
Open Society Policy Center, 
which has ties to billionaire 
George Soros. 


“What we knew as public 
safety — which is only the 
police right now, the only op- 
tion that we have — was un- 
acceptable," said Brian Full- 
man, lead organizer with one 
of the groups, Barbershop 
and Black Congregation Co- 
operative. “The murder of 
George Floyd ignited a lot 
of historical pain and disre- 
spect that we have been go- 
ing through, and we made 
the decision that we no lon- 
ger wanted to have what we 
have now as the only option 


for public safety." 
A majority of City Council 


members first began pushing 
to eliminate the police de- 
partment soon after Floyd's 
death, but they failed to meet 
deadlines to get it on the bal- 
lot last November. The Rev. 


JaNaé Bates, a leader of the 
Yes 4 Minneapolis campaign, 
said the ease with which the 
campaign gathered signatures 
shows the momentum for 
change is still there more than 
a year after Floyd's death. 


“The residents of Minneapo- 
lis really were the ones who 
made the call for this, who 
were like, we can't just let 
this lesson that took place in 
the summer to be something 
that fizzles out, and then 
what? We just wait for the 
next person to be killed by 
the police?" she said. 


Minneapolis, like most other 
major U.S. cities, has been on 
edge due to rising violence 
and property crime in almost 
every neighborhood in the 
past year. And the police de- 
partment is more than 200 
officers, or about 2596, below 
its authorized strength due 
mostly to a wave of retire- 
ments and disability leaves 
following Floyd's death. 


Both factors have energized 
opponents of the initiative. 
All of Mpls — a new group 
that has raised more than 
$109,000 — will begin cam- 
paigning against the proposal 
in the coming weeks with 
door knocking, community 
events, mailers and digital ads 


through the fall. 


All of Mpls campaign man- 
ager Leili Fatehi called the 
proposal to eliminate the de- 
partment “a gimmick.” She 
said plenty of residents want 
police to be held accountable 
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and changes in the depart- 
ment, but they also worry 
about rising crime. 


Opponents also say the ballot 
question doesn't guarantee 
that a new public safety de- 
partment would have police 
officers at all. Instead, 1t says 
officers would be included 
“if necessary to fulfill the de- 
partment's duties.” Bill Ro- 
driguez, co-founder of Op- 
eration Safety Now, called 
the proposed amendment a 
“trojan horse” and warned 
that the campaign's end goal 
1s to abolish police. 


It's among several aspects of 
the ballot question that city 
officials plan to highlight 
with an explanatory note 
in November. Activists are 
trying to block such a note, 
arguing that the city is im- 
properly trying to influence 
voters. 


Regardless of how the bal- 
lot question fares, the city 
remains under pressure to 
make changes. The police 





department is the target of 
federal and state investiga- 
tions into policing practices, 
and both investigations could 
force widespread change. 
In addition, the mayor and 
Chief Medaria Arradondo 
have launched several policy 
changes since Floyd's death, 
including requiring new 
training on de-escalation, 
overhauling use of force re- 
strictions and strengthening 
the disciplinary process. 


Ed Brown, 69, listened to 
Snider's pitch on his north 
Minneapolis doorstep in July. 
Brown, who is Black, told 
The Associated Press that 
a new public safety depart- 
ment seems like a good plan. 
He thinks 1t would mean 
police officers are no longer 
sent to some calls that they 
aren't equipped to deal with 
and that can otherwise end in 
violence. 


“What we need to do is rel- 
magine the police depart- 
ment,” Brown said. 


Cuomo digs in, shows no sign of heeding calls to resign 


(AP) — New York Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo has dug in 
for the fight of his political 
life despite the threat of 
potential criminal inves- 
tigations and widespread 
calls for his impeachment 
over findings that he sexu- 
ally harassed 11 women, 


including close aides. 


Scores of Democrats, in- 
cluding President Joe Biden, 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
and some past Cuomo loyal- 
ists, have urged him to leave 
office or face an impeach- 
ment battle he probably can- 





not win. 


About two-thirds of state 
Assembly members have al- 
ready said they favor an im- 
peachment trial if he refuses 
to resign. Nearly all 63 mem- 
bers of the state Senate have 
called for Cuomo to step 
down or be removed. 


“My sense is from what Pm 
hearing is he's still look- 
ing for ways to fight this 
and get his side of the story 
out," state Democratic party 
Chairman Jay Jacobs said in 
an interview with The Asso- 
ciated Press. But Jacobs add- 
ed: *I just think that he's go- 
ing to, at some point, see that 
the political support is just 
not anywhere near enough to 
even make an attempt worth- 
while." 


“I am not aware of the gov- 
ernor having plans to resign," 
Cuomo lawyer Rita Glavin 
told CNN on Saturday. 


Commisso has said Cuomo 
reached under her shirt and 
fondled her when they were 
alone in a room at the Execu- 
tive Mansion last year and on 
another occasion rubbed her 
rear end while they posed for 
a photo. 


Cuomo's attorneys have cen- 
tered his defense on attacking 
the credibility and motives 
of his accusers. Glavin has 
also blasted the investiga- 
tion overseen by Attorney 
General Letitia James for not 
providing its findings and 
transcripts to Cuomo lawyers 
ahead of time, and for not in- 
cluding more material favor- 


able to Cuomo in the report. 


^It was shoddy. It was biased. 
It omits evidence, and it was 
an ambush,” Glavin said. 





Cuomo has flat-out denied 
that he ever touched any- 
one inappropriately, but he 
acknowledged hugging and 
kissing aides and other indi- 
viduals. 


Glavin said it's clear to Cuo- 
mo that people who “worked 
for him felt that he was in- 
vading their space and that it 
was unwanted." 


“He doesn't believe it was 
inappropriate," Glavin said. 
“He has seen what these 
women have said, and he 
does feel badly about this." 
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Census experts puzzled by high rate of unanswered questions

(AP) - Census Bureau 
statisticians and outside 
experts are trying to un- 
ravel a mystery: Why were 
so many questions about 
households in the 2020 
census left unanswered? 


Residents did not respond 
to a multitude of questions 
about sex, race, Hispanic 
background, family relation- 
ships and age, even when 
providing a count of the 
number of people living in 
the home, according to docu- 
ments released by the agency. 
Statisticians had to fill in the 


gaps. 


Reflecting an early stage in 
the number crunching, the 
documents show that 1096 
to 20% of questions were not 
answered in the 2020 census, 
depending on the question 
and state. According to the 
Census Bureau, later phases 
of processing show the actual 
rates were lower. 


The rates have averaged 196 
to 3% in 170 years of previ- 
ous U.S. censuses, according 
to University of Minnesota 
demographer Steven Rug- 





gles. 


The information is impor- 
tant because data with demo- 
graphic details will be used 
for drawing congressional 
and legislative districts. That 
data, which the Census Bu- 
reau will release Thursday, 
also is used to distribute $1.5 
trillion in federal spending 
each year. 


The documents, made public 
in response to an open re- 
cords request from a Repub- 
lican redistricting advocacy 
group, don’t shed much light 
on why questions were left 
unanswered, though theo- 
ries abound. Some observ- 
ers say software used in the 
first census in which most 
Americans could respond 
online allowed people to skip 
questions. Others say the 
pandemic made it harder to 
reach people who didn't re- 
spond. 


Confusion over some ques- 
tions, including traditional 
uncertainty among Hispanics 
about how to answer the race 
question, may have been a 
factor, but some experts hint 


at a more sinister possibility. 
They say the Trump admin- 
istration’s attempt to end the 
count early and failed efforts 
to put a citizenship ques- 
tion on the form and exclude 
people who were in the U.S. 
illegally had a chilling effect. 


“I think it's the pandemic and 
Trump. The very threat that 
citizenship was on the ques- 
tionnaire, the very notion it 
might have been on it, may 
have deterred some Latinos 
from filling it out,” said An- 
drew Beveridge, a sociologist 
at Queens College and the 
City University of New York 
Graduate School and Uni- 
versity Center. “I think a lot 
of us are flabbergasted by it. 
It is a very high number.” 





Ruggles initially thought it 
had to do with the software 
used by people who an- 
swered online — about two- 
thirds of U.S. households. 
Other countries such as 
Australia and Canada, which 
have used similar software 
for censuses, saw the num- 
ber of unanswered questions 
drop to almost zero because 
respondents couldn't pro- 
ceed if they didn't answer a 
question. 


“I guess in the U.S. version 
they must just have accept- 
ed incomplete responses,” 
Ruggles said. “If the non-re- 
sponse rate was consistently 
high across response mode, 
that 1s just strange.” 


Acting Census Bureau D1- 
rector Ron Jarmin said re- 
cently in a blog post that the 
blank answers spanned all 
categories of questions and 


all modes of responding — 
online, by paper, by phone or 
face-to-face interviews. 


“These blank responses left 
holes in the data which we 
had to fill,” Jarmin said. 


In a statement last week to 
The Associated Press, Jarmin 
declined to go into details, 
saying only that the bureau 
would release updated rates 
later this month “based on 
the correct numbers.” 


To fill in the holes, Census 
Bureau statisticians searched 
other administrative records 
such as tax forms, Social Se- 
curity card applications or 
previous censuses to find 
people's race, age, sex and 
Hispanic background. 


If available records didn't 
turn up the information 
needed, they turned to the 
statistical technique called 
imputation that the Census 
Bureau has used for 60 years. 
The technique has been chal- 
lenged and upheld in courts 
after past censuses. 


In some cases, statisticians 
looked for information an- 
swered about one member 
of a family, such as race, and 
applied it to another member 
that had blank answers. Or 
they assigned a sex based on 
the respondent's first name. 
In other cases, when the en- 
tire household had no infor- 
mation, they filled it in using 
data of similar neighbors. 

“Imputation has been shown 
to improve data quality and 
accuracy compared to leaving 
these fields blank, or without 
information from  respon- 


dents," Census Bureau of- 
ficials Roberto Ramirez and 
Christine Borman wrote re- 
cently in a blog post. 


The Census Bureau in April 
released state population to- 
tals from the 2020 census. 
Those are used to divvy up 
the number of congressio- 
nal seats in each state dur- 
ing a once-a-decade process 
known as apportionment. 


The agency released a slide 
deck presentation about the 
high rate of unanswered 
questions, along with group 
housing records and the 
first details about the rate of 
non-responses, in response 
to an open records request 
from Fair Lines American 
Foundation. The Republi- 
can advocacy group sued the 
Census Bureau for informa- 
tion about how the count 
was conducted in dorms, 
prisons, nursing homes and 
other places where people 
live in groups. Fair Lines says 
it’s concerned about the ac- 
curacy of the group housing 
count and wants to make sure 
anomalies didn’t affect the 
state population figures. 


With the information show- 
ing high rates of imputation, 
some Republican-controlled 
states may try to leave college 
students out of redistrict- 
ing data, claiming they were 
also counted at their parents' 
homes, to get a partisan edge, 
said Jeffrey Wice, a Demo- 
cratic redistricting expert. 


“That will be hard to prove 
but would inject more uncer- 
tainty and possible delay into 
redistricting,” Wice said. 





Pandemic set off deadly rise in speeding that hasn't stopped 


(AP) — Motorists put the 
pedal to the metal during 
the pandemic and police 
are worried as roads get 
busy with the final stretch 
of summer travel. 


The latest data shows the 
number of highway deaths in 
2020 was the greatest in more 
than a decade even though 
cars and trucks drove fewer 
miles during the pandemic. 


“Summer is an incredibly 
dangerous time. And it cul- 
minates with Labor Day, that 
last hurrah,” said Pam Shadel 
Fischer of the Governors 
Highway Safety Association.

Traffic data indicates 


higher death toll was related 
to higher average speeds in 
conjunction with more of 
those on the roads driving 
under the influence of drugs 
and alcohol and a slight de- 
cline in seatbelt use. 


Motorists do not seem to be 
slowing down. 


lickets issued by the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol for 
speeding in excess of 100 
mph from January to June 
were nearly double pre-pan- 
demic levels, and the number 
of tickets for reckless driving 
citations grew, as well, offi- 
cials said. 


In New York state, the per- 


centage of fatalities for which 
speeding was the primary 
cause and the total number 
of speeding tickets grew from 
January through June, com- 
pared to the year before the 
pandemic, officials said. 





With police distracted by 
civil disobedience and scaling 
back routine stops for safety, 
the lightly traveled roads 
quickly turned into the wild 
west in many places. In New 
York City super cars like 
Ferraris and Lamborghinis 
blazed down empty streets, 
with roaring engines disturb- 
Ing residents trying to sleep. 
Motorists from coast to coast 
were ticketed at eye-watering 
speeds. 


A Mainer used a rented Ford 
Mustang GT with 130 gal- 
lons worth of fuel tanks to set 
a solo record for racing from 
New York to Los Angeles in 
25 hours, 55 minutes. A team 
set a new record soon after 
his record-setting jaunt. 


The National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration 
sounded the warning early in 
the pandemic about speeding 
and reckless driving. 


In the end, traffic deaths na- 
tionwide in 2020 grew about 
7.2% to 38,680 even though 
there was a 13.2% reduc- 
tion in the number of miles 
traveled, according to the 


NHTSA estimates. It was the 
deadliest year on highways 
since 2007. 


At the same time, motorists 
feel safer speeding because 
they are putting too much 
faith in air bags, anti-lock 
brakes and other safety fea- 
tures, he said.

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Fire devours Greek island's forests; residents urged to flee 


(AP) — Pillars of billowing 
smoke and ash turned the sky 
orange and blocked out the sun 
above Greece's second-largest 
island Sunday as a days-old wild- 
fire devoured pristine forests and 
encroached on villages, trigger- 
ing more evacuation alerts. 


The fire on Evia, an island of forested 
mountains and canyons laced with 
small coves of crystalline water, be- 
gan Aug. 3 and cut across the popu- 
lar summer destination from coast 
to coast as it burned out of control. 
Scores of homes and businesses have 
been destroyed and thousands of res- 
idents and tourists have fled, many 
escaping the flames via flotillas that 
even operated in the dark of night. 


The blaze is the most severe of doz- 
ens that broke out in the wake of 
Greece’s most protracted heat wave 
in three decades, which sent temper- 
atures soaring to 45 degrees Celsius 
(113 F) for days, creating bone-dry 
conditions. 


“It’s already too late, the area has been 
destroyed,” Giannis Kontzias, mayor 
of the northern Evia municipality of 
Istiaia, lamented on Greece’s Open 
TV. He was one of several local offi- 
cials and residents who took to Greek 
TV networks to appeal for more fire- 
fighting help, particularly from wa- 
ter-dropping planes and helicopters. 


Residents of nearby villages had been 
urged to head to Istiaia, a town of 
7,000 that firefighters battled to save 
overnight. 


In dramatic scenes Sunday afternoon, 
fast-moving flames encroached on 
the seaside village of Pefki on the is- 
land’s northern coast, burning trees 
on the fringes and entering the hous- 


es’ yards. At least one house was on 
fire. Panicked residents raced with 
water tanks, hoses and branches in a 
seemingly futile effort to extinguish 
the flames. 


Acrid, choking smoke hung in the 
orange-grey air, turning the day into 
an apocalyptic twilight as people 
headed towards Pefki’s pebble beach, 
dragging suitcases, clutching pets and 
helping elderly relatives. 


Around 350 people had boarded the 
ferry even before the flames reached 
the village, the coast guard said, while 
23 others were rescued from other 
beaches in northern Evia. A ferry, 
coast guard patrol boats, navy vessels 
and other boats were on standby to 
evacuate residents. 





Evacuation orders were issued Sun- 
day for four villages in northern Evia, 
including Pefki, but many residents 
refused to leave, hoping to save their 
properties. 


In nearby Gouves, towering flames 
leaped from the treetops, devouring 
the pine forest leading to the village. 
Some residents remained in the pic- 
turesque mountain village, dousing 
homes with water from garden hoses 
in a last-ditch effort to save them. 
Others used bulldozers to raze trees 
and bushes, hoping to create rudi- 
mentary firebreaks. 


Civil Protection chief Nikos Har- 
dalias said the Evia fire was burning 
on two fronts, one to the north and 
one to the south. He said the condi- 
tions there were particularly tough 
for the water-dropping planes and 
helicopters, whose pilots faced “great 
danger" with limited visibility and air 
turbulence. 








^We have before us one more dit- 
ficult afternoon, one more difficult 
night," Hardalias said. “All the forces 
that have been fighting a difficult bat- 
tle all these days will continue operat- 
ing with unabated intensity, with the 
same self-sacrifice." 


But many have decried government 
efforts, citing what they saw as a lack 
of firefighting forces or planes or de- 
lays in their arrival. 


"Ihe atmosphere was suffocating, 
although I was away from the fire. 
There was ash and smoke every- 
where,” said Christina Isatou, who 
had been in the seaside village of Ag- 
ios Georgios. “It is very sad that they 
did not send help in the first days 
and they left the island burning. It 
was unfair and many people have lost 
their property, their livelihoods.” 





The wildfires have stretched Greece’s 
firefighting capabilities to the limit, 
and the government has appealed 
for help from abroad. More than 20 
countries in Europe and the Mideast 
have responded, sending planes, heli- 
copters, vehicles and manpower. 


Overnight, the Greek coast guard 
and ferries evacuated 83 people from 
beaches in northern Evia, following a 
seaside evacuation of more than 1,000 
people on Friday night as flames raged 
across the hills behind them. 


The fire department said Sunday 575 
firefighters, 35 ground teams and 89 
vehicles were battling the Evia wild- 
fire, including 112 Romanian and 
100 Ukrainian firefighters. Four heli- 
copters and three planes provided air 
support. 


Three more major fires were also 
burning Sunday in Greece’s southern 


Peloponnese region, while another 
broke out Sunday afternoon on the 
southern island of Crete. 


Another massive fire that ravaged 
forests, homes and businesses on the 
northern fringes of the Greek capi- 
tal appeared to be on the wane. That 
blaze burnt through large tracts of a 
national park on Mount Parnitha, the 
largest forested area remaining near 
Athens. 


Firefighters were worried that the 
Mount Parnitha fire would rekindle, 
so they and the military had been pa- 
troling all night, Hardalias said. One 
firefighter was transferred to a hospi- 
tal Sunday after passing out during a 
patrol. 


On Friday, a volunteer firefighter 
died after suffering head injuries 
from a falling electric pole north of 
Athens, while at least 20 people have 
been treated for fire-related injuries, 
including two firefighters hospital- 
ized in intensive care. 


The causes of the fires are under in- 
vestigation. Three people were ar- 
rested Friday on suspicion of starting 
blazes, in two cases intentionally. A 
47-year-old Greek was arrested Sat- 
urday in an Athens suburb for light- 
ing two fires in a grove and setting 
four dumpsters on fire. Police said 
Sunday that two more people had 
been arrested on suspicion of at- 
tempted arson: a 71-year-old Greek 
in southern Greece and a foreigner in 
an Athens park. 


Greek and European officials have 
also blamed climate change for the 
large number of fires in southern Eu- 
rope this summer, from Italy to the 
Balkans, Greece and Turkey. 





2 charged in plot to harm or kill Myanmar ambassador to UN 


(AP) — Two Myanmar 
citizens were arrested on 
charges alleging that they 
conspired to oust Myan- 
mar’s ambassador to the 
United Nations, who op- 
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poses the military junta 
that seized power earlier 
this year, by injuring — or 
even killing — him. 


Phyo Hein Htut and Ye Hein 


Zaw plotted to seriously in- 
jure or kill Myanmar’s am- 
bassador in an attack that was 
to take place on American 
soil, U.S. Attorney Audrey 
Strauss said in a release Fri- 
day. 


According to court docu- 
ments in White Plains fed- 
eral court, a Thailand arms 
dealer who sells weapons to 
the Myanmar military hired 
the pair to hurt the ambassa- 
dor to try to force him to step 
down. If that didn’t work, the 
ambassador was to be killed, 
authorities said. 


Myanmar’s military over- 
threw the country’s civil- 
lan government in February. 
Myanmar's currently rec- 
ognized U.N. ambassador, 
Kyaw Moe ‘Tun, staunchly 


opposed the ouster of civilian 
leader Aung San Suu Kyi. In 
a speech to the General As- 
sembly in late February, Tun 
called for “the strongest pos- 
sible action from the interna- 
tional community” to restore 
democracy. 


Myanmar’s military has tried 
to remove Tun from his post, 
but the 193-member General 
Assembly is responsible for 
accrediting diplomats and has 
not taken action at the mili- 


tary’s urging. 


There was no immediate re- 
sponse to a phone call and 
email to Myanmar’s U.N. 
Mission seeking comment. 


The plot to maim or kill Tun 
was to be carried out in West- 
chester County, where the 


ambassador lives, according 
to two criminal complaints. 


Htut last month was contact- 
ed by the arms dealer, who 
wanted to pay several thou- 
sand dollars for Htut to carry 
out the attack, the complaints 
said. Htut received a $2,000 
advance on July 23, it added. 


After the FBI learned of the 
plot on Tuesday, it arranged to 
interview Htut on Wednes- 
day, when Htut described the 
plan, which included initially 
tampering with the ambas- 
sador’s tires to cause an ac- 
cident, the complaint said. 
It said Htut received $4,000 
in payments to carry out the 
attack and was to be paid an- 
other $1,000 once it was fin- 
ished. 
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(AP) — 
most of the capital of northern 
Afghanistan's key Kunduz prov- 
ince on Sunday, and took another 
neighboring provincial capital 
after a monthlong siege. The ad- 
vances were the latest in a series 
of blows to government forces as 
U.S. troops complete their pull- 
out after nearly two decades in 
the country. 


The militiamen planted their flag 
in the main square of Kunduz city, 
where it was seen flying atop a traffic 
police booth, a video obtained by the 
Associated Press showed. 


It was the fourth provincial capital to 
largely succumb to ‘Taliban fighters 
in less than a week, as they ramp up 
a push across Afghan’s regions, and 
wage an assassination campaign in the 
capital, Kabul. 


Two provincial council members said 
the Taliban took control of the gov- 
ernor's office and police headquarters 
after a day of firefights, as well as the 
main prison building, where 500 in- 
mates including Taliban fighters were 


freed. 


Kunduz’s capture would be a signifi- 
cant gain for the Taliban and a test of 
their ability to take and retain terri- 
tory in their campaign against the 
Western-backed government. 


It is one of the country's larger cit- 
ies with a population of more than 
340,000, and was a key area defended 
against Taliban takeover by Western 
troops over the years. 


Councilman Ghulam Rabani Rabani 
said that fighting was continuing at 
the city's airport and other parts of 
the city still in government hands. 
Kunduz is a strategic crossroads with 
good access to much of northern Af- 
chanistan as well as Kabul, about 200 


Taliban fighters seized 
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miles (335 kilometers) away. 


Another provincial council member 
from Kunduz, Mohammad Yusouf 
Ayubi, also said Afghan forces only 
control the airport and main army 
barracks, and that the Taliban control 
the rest of the city. 


“The innocent and poor must pay the 
cost of the war in Kunduz and other 
parts of the country, both govern- 
ment forces and the Taliban are the 
enemy of civilians," said Ayubi. “One 
can't provide security and the other 
doesn't care about people's safety,” he 


added. 


The Afghan government in Kabul 
denies it has lost the northern city, 
which would be the fourth provin- 
cial capital to be largely overrun by 
Taliban fighters in the last week. In- 
terior Ministry Spokesman Mirwais 
Stanekzai said that Afghan security 
forces continue to fight and have al- 
ready retaken some areas from the 
Taliban, without elaborating. 


The Taliban has long considered the 
city a sought-after prize. It seized 
Kunduz, at the heart of a major ag- 
ricultural region near ‘Tajikistan, for 
around two weeks in 2015 before 
withdrawing in the face of a NATO- 
backed Afghan offensive. The insur- 
gents pushed back into the city center 
a year later, briefly raising their flag 
before gradually being driven out 
again. 


In Washington, senior officials from 
the White House National Security 
Council, State Department and De- 
fense Department were in close con- 
tact with U.S. embassy officials in 
Kabul assessing the broader impact 
of the fall of Kunduz, according to 
a senior administration official. The 
official was not authorized to com- 
ment and spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 
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But the official indicated that the 
Biden administration remains deter- 
mined to stick to its plan to end the 
U.S. war in Afghanistan by the end of 
the month despite the Taliban's rapid 
strategic gains. 


White House officials in recent days 
have raised concern about reports of 
retaliation against civilians in Taliban- 
controlled areas. They've also con- 
demned last week's killing of Dawa 
Khan Menapal, the chief of the At- 
ghan government's press operations 
for local and foreign media, and a 
bombing that targeted acting Defense 
Minister Bismillah Khan Mohamma- 
di, killing eight and wounding more. 


White House press secretary Jen Psaki 
said on Friday that recent surge in at- 
tacks run counter to the “the Taliban 
claim to want international legitima- 
cy” and offered that the militants “do 
not have to stay on this trajectory.” 


Also Sunday, the Taliban forces over- 
ran ‘Taleqan, the capital of Takhar 
province which lies next to Kunduz, 
two Afghan lawmakers said. Takhar, 
a city of some 200,000, has particu- 
lar significance for the anti-Taliban 
northern alliance fighters who joined 
the U.S.-led coalition to oust the re- 
ligious militia in 2001. 


Sayed Sharafuddin Aini, a member 
of the Afghan parliament from from 
Takhar province, said the ‘Taliban 
managed to take the city in the after- 
noon after three months of advances 
during which it took control of all of 
the province’s countryside. 


Another MP from the area, Nazifa 
Yousefi Beg, said that all provin- 
cial officials including the governor, 
police chief, and council members 
were on the run . She said she wor- 
ried about their safety and wanted the 
government to send reinforcements 









ities as battles rage on 


to the city. 


Both lawmakers spoke by telephone 
in Kabul, where they live. They said 
they had been in touch with officials 
and provincial council members in 
the morning and early afternoon, and 
Beg was appealing directly to the act- 
ing defense minister at his office. 


Taleqan had been under siege in re- 
cent weeks and largely cut off from 
the rest of the country by Taliban 
forces that had taken control of the 
surrounding countryside over the 
past three months. 


The insurgents have been on a coun- 
try-wide offensive that intensified 
as U.S. and NATO troops began to 
wrap up their withdrawal from the 
country this summer. With Taliban 
attacks increasing, Afghan security 
forces and government troops have 
retaliated with airstrikes aided by the 
United States. The fighting has raised 
growing concerns about civilian ca- 
sualties. 


On Saturday, Taliban fighters entered 
the capital of the northern Jawzjan 
province after sweeping through nine 
of 10 districts in the province. Sev- 
eral other of the country’s 34 provin- 
cial capitals are threatened as Taliban 
fighters sweep through large swaths 
of Afghanistan at a surprising speed. 


Earlier last week their fighters cap- 
tured the ninth of 10 police districts 
of Lashkar Gah, the capital of south- 
ern Helmand province. Heavy fight- 
ing there continues, as do U.S. and 
Afghan government airstrikes, one 
of which damaged a health clinic and 
high school. 


The Defense Ministry confirmed air- 
strikes occurred but said they target- 
ed Taliban positions, killing 54 fight- 
ers and wounding 23 others. It made 
no mention of a clinic or school be- 
ing bombed in its statement. Deputy 
provincial council chairman Majid 
Akhund said the facilities had been 
under ‘Taliban control when they 
were struck. 


As they rolled through provincial 
capitals, the Taliban issued an English 
language statement on Sunday saying 
that residents, government employ- 
ees, and security officials had nothing 
to fear from them. 


“No former civil servant and other 
government employee including 
those who worked in the security 
sector ... should have any fear of the 
Mujahideen of the Islamic Emirate, 
nor flee towards other places,” said 
the statement. 


Revenge attacks and repressive treat- 
ment of women have been reported 
however in areas now under ‘Taliban 
control. 
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Messi breaks down, says he wasn't ready to leave Barcelona 


(AP) — Lionel Messi be- 
gan crying before he even 
started speaking. The 
“most difficult" moment 
of his career had arrived 
and he wasn't ready for it. 


It was time to say goodbye 
to Barcelona after more than 
two decades with the Catalan 
club. 


“I don't know if Pll be able to 
speak," he said while trying 
to compose himself during 
his farewell news conference 
at the Camp Nou Stadium 
on Sunday “It still hasn't 
sunk in that I'm leaving this 
club, that my life will be 
changing completely. It will 
be a difficult change for me 
and especially for my family. 
But we have to accept it and 
move on." 


Messi struggled to control his 
emotions and cried profusely 
as he stepped up to the po- 
dium at the Camp Nou. 


"This 1s very hard for me af- 
ter so many years, after being 
here my entire life," he said. 
“I wasn't prepared.” 


Messi said that, unlike last 
year when he asked to leave, 
he had his mind set on stay- 
ing with Barcelona and did 
everything possible to make 
1t happen, including reduc- 
ing his salary by 50%. He said 
he was surprised to hear he 
wouldn't be able to stay be- 
cause of the club's debt and 
the Spanish league's financial 
fair-play regulations. 


“In these last few days I was 
thinking about what I would 
say today, but to be honest I 
couldn't come up with any- 
thing. I was blocked, like I 
still am right now,” Messi 
said. “I was convinced that 
we would remain with the 
club, which is our home.” 


Messi's family and some of 
his teammates were at the 
Camp Nou for the emotion- 
al farewell. He was applauded 
several times by those in the 
audience. 


The 34-year-old Messi avoid- 
ed speaking specifically about 
his future, saying he received 
offers from several clubs af- 
ter the announcement that 
he would leave the Catalan 
club. When asked about Paris 
Saint-Germain, considered 
the frontrunner to sign him, 
Messi admitted it was “a pos- 


sibility.” 





“At this moment I don’t have 
a deal with any club,” he said. 


PSG has been in talks over 
the weekend with Messi's 
team trying to finalize a deal. 


Sports daily LEquipe report- 
ed on its website Sunday that 
Messi was to fly to Paris later 
Sunday to put the finish- 
ing touches on the deal with 
a view to having a medical 
exam on Monday morning. 


An email from The Associ- 
ated Press to PSG seeking to 
confirm the report was not 
immediately answered. 


Messi said he hopes to return 
to Barcelona in some capacity 
one day and that he wished 
he could have said goodbye 
to fans in a match with a ca- 
pacity crowd chanting his 
name. He said it was sad to 
leave after not being able to 
play in front of fans for nearly 
a year and a half. 


He said his best moment 
was his first-team debut in 
2004, because “that’s when 
it all started.” He said he has 
“no regrets,” but believed 
he was part of a generation 
that should have won more 
Champions League titles. 


Winning the Champions 
League again will remain one 
of his main goals, as well as 
closing the gap to former 
teammate Dani Alves as the 
most decorated player. The 
Brazilian defender won his 
43rd title at the Tokyo Olym- 
pics on Saturday. Messi add- 
ed that he has no immediate 
plans to retire. 


He said it will be “strange” to 
see Barcelona without Messi, 
“but with time people will 
get used to it.” He said the 
club still has good players 
and can continue to succeed 
without him. 


Barcelona announced 
Thursday it could not keep 
its greatest player because 
it wasn’t able to fit a new 
contract within the Spanish 
league’s financial fair-play 
regulations. The club's sal- 
ary cap has been significantly 
slashed because of its huge 


debt. President Joan Laporta 
blamed the club's struggles 
on the coronavirus pandemic 
and particularly on the previ- 
ous administration led by Jo- 
sep Bartomeu. 


“We all thought we would 
reach a solution without any 
problems, but in the end it 
wasn't possible," Messi said. 
"As the president said, the 
club is more important than 
anyone." 


Messi asked to leave at the 
end of the 2019-20 season 
but had his request denied 
by Bartomeu, with whom he 


had clashed. 


“I wanted to leave then, but 
not now,” he said. *I didn't 
expect it, so it’s sad to have to 
say goodbye." 


Messi spent nearly two de- 
cades with Barcelona after 
arriving from Argentina as 
a 13-year-old to play in its 
youth squads. He made his 
first-team debut as a 17-year- 
old, then played 17 sea- 





sons with the main squad. 
He helped the club win the 


Champions League four 
times, the Spanish league 
10 times, the Copa del Rey 
seven times and the Spanish 
Super Cup eight times. 
Messi leaves as Barcelona’s 
all-time leading scorer with 
672 goals. He played in 778 
matches with the club, also 
a record. He is also the over- 
all top scorer in the Spanish 
league with 474 goals from 
520 matches. He led the 
Spanish league in scoring in 
eight seasons, and was the 
top scorer in the Champions 
League six times. 


He said none of the chal- 
lenges he faced on the field 
compared to the one of say- 
ing goodbye to Barcelona. 


"Ihere were many tough 
moments, many losses, but 
in the end you always went 
back to training and to play- 
ing again," he said. “This is 
different. There is no going 
back. This is the end. Now a 
new story begins." 





bobby Bowden, led Florida State football dynasty, dies at 91 


(AP) - Bobby Bowden, the 
folksy Hall of Fame coach 
who built Florida State 
into a college football dy- 
nasty that powered its way 
to a dozen conference 
titles and two national 
championships, died early 
Sunday. He was 91. 


Bobby’s son, ‘Terry, con- 


firmed to The Associated 
Press that his father died at 
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home in Tallahassee, Florida, 
surrounded by family. 


“It was truly peaceful,” Terry 
Bowden said in a text mes- 
sage to The AP 


Bobby Bowden announced 
on July 21 he had a terminal 
illness that Terry Bowden lat- 
er said was pancreatic cancer. 


"Ive always tried to serve 





God's purpose for my life, 
on and off the field, and I 
am prepared for what is to 
come," Bowden, a devout 
Christian, said at the time. 
“My wife, Ann, and our fam- 
ily have been life's greatest 
blessing. I am at peace." 

Bowden was beloved by 
Seminoles fans, respected by 
his peers and throughout his 
life one of the most accessible 
stars in college football. His 
home number was listed in 
the Tàllahassee phone book 


for years. 


With Southern charm and 
wit, Bowden piled up 377 
wins during his 40 years as 
a major college coach, from 
tiny Samford — his alma 
mater, then known as How- 
ard College — to West Vir- 
ginia and finally at Florida 


State, where he went 315- 
98-4. The Seminoles were a 
force during his 34 seasons 
as coach, winning 12 Atlantic 
Coast Conference champi- 
onships and national titles in 


1993 and 1999. 


Florida State had an un- 
matched run of 14 consecu- 
tive seasons (1987-2000) 
finishing ranked in the top 
five of The Associated Press 
college football poll under 
Bowden. 


News of his death spread 
quickly and Alabama’s Nick 
Saban was among many col- 
leagues and former players to 
express their sadness. Flow- 
ers, many of them in Florida 
State’s garnet and gold color 
scheme, adorned the statue 
of Bowden outside of Doak 


Campbell Stadium in Talla- 
hassee and coach Mike Nor- 
vell addressed players about 
Bowden before a morning 
practice. 


Assistant head coach and de- 
fensive line coach Odell Hag- 
gins, who played and coached 
under Bowden, praised his 
friend for being a hard-nosed 
competitor, but also a com- 
passionate coach. 

“He never talked about win- 
ning the game. He always 
talked about saving lives. And 
that’s the thing I hope every- 
body sees (with) him,” Hag- 
gins said. “You know, they 
talk about how many football 
games he won. You talk about 
the national championships 
he won. But look at how 
many lives he won. Look at 
how many lives he saved.” 
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Women send powerful message in Olympic track and field 
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(AP) — They set records every- 
one saw coming and others that 
surprised the experts. 


They suffered, and battled, and spoke 


their truth in ways that hadn't been 
heard before. 





Over nine days at the near-empty 
Olympic Stadium, the women of 
track and field delivered a memorable 
show, both inside the lines and out. 


These are some of the athletes who 
defined the meet in Tokyo: Ally- 
son Felix, Sydney McLaughlin, Si- 
fan Hassan, Raven Saunders, Elaine 
Thompson-Herah. 


Theirs was a sport in need of a good 
boost, not only because of the year- 
long delay sparked by the virus, but 
because no matter when they re- 
turned, Usain Bolt would no lon- 
ger draw eyes to the track simply by 
showing up. 





The women delivered — not so much 
with the feel-good, dance-a-minute 
vibe that Bolt brought, but with a 
series of inspiring performances and 
messages that showed the heart of 
their sport was still beating strong. 


Some highlights included: 

— Hassan and her unrelenting jour- 
ney toward three medals — two gold 
and one bronze — in three of the 
longest races held on the track. 


She started with gold in the 5,000 
meters, then came back with bronze 


in the 1,500. She closed the show Sat- 
urday with a gold-medal run in the 
10,000 — one in which her vision 
was so clouded by exhaustion that she 
admitted she could not see the finish 
line. 


“Pm so happy,” she said after the od- 
yssey — six races over eight nights 
covering 65 laps and 24 kilometers 
was finally complete “I’m relieved. 
I'm finished. I can sleep."

— McLaughlin, whose back-and- 
forth duals in the 400-meter hurdles 
with U.S. teammate Dalilah Mu- 
hammad reached a crescendo at the 
Olympics. 


It was a race that had been much- 
anticipated and all but preordained to 
again reset the world record that one 
or the other had broken in three pre- 
vious showdowns. 


And they lived up to the hype. 
McLaughlin lowered her own mark 
to 51.46 seconds. Just as impressively, 
Muhammad’s silver-medal time of 
51.58 would have been a world re- 
cord, too. 


“I think it’s two athletes wanting to 
be their best,” McLaughlin said, “and 
knowing there's another great girl 
who's going to help you get there." 


— The sprinters were fast through 
the leadup to the Olympics, so it 
wasn't all that surprising to see that 
pace keep going in Tokyo. 


But while most of the pre-Games 
buzz went to Jamaica's Shelly-Ann 
Fraser-Pryce (100) and American 
Gabby Thomas (200), each of whom 
briefly staked their claim as the sec- 
ond-fastest women in history at their 
respective distances, it was Thomp- 
son-Herah who wound up there in 
the end. 


After a slow start to the season be- 
cause of an Achilles injury, Thomp- 
son-Herah swept the 100 and 200 
sprints for the second straight time. 
One more like that and she'll match 
Dolt. 


She ran the 200 in 21.53 and set the 
Olympic record in the 100: 10.61 sec- 
onds. Though that record might not 
be the most formidable of the marks 
Florence Griffith Joyner set a genera- 
tion ago, in 1988, it had been around 
every bit as long. 


Flo Jo's world records of 10.49 and 
21.34 still stand. But for how long? 


“By the Olympic finish, I'll probably 
see what I've done," said Thompson- 
Herah, who at 29, assures us she is 
not done yet. “At this moment, I'm 
just a normal girl." 


— '[he story of Raven Saunders was 
inspiration for anyone who has been 
overlooked or left behind. The Black, 
gay American shot putter started 
wearing "Incredible Hulk" masks to 
the field — a way of projecting her 
fierce competitive spirit, but also a 
lighter side underneath. 





After she received her silver med- 
al, Saunders crossed her arms and 
formed an “X” on the medals stand. 
“The intersection of where all people 
who are oppressed meet," she ex- 
plained. 


It was the sort of message many be- 
lieve should not only be tolerated, 
but embraced, when Olympic ath- 
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letes get their all-too-short time in 
the spotlight. The IOC, which after 
much debate and discussion over the 
past two years still chose to ban such 
demonstrations, said it would look 
into it. Any probe was set aside when 
Saunders’ mother died unexpectedly 
only hours after she won the medal. 


— And Felix closed the show. 


Por five Olympics spanning 16 — 
make that 17 — years, she was epito- 
me of class and speed. At 35 years old, 
she called it a career, but not without 
doing what she does better than any 
runner alive: Winning medals. 


Her bronze in the 400 and gold in the 
4x400 relay gave her 11. She now has 
more than any track athlete in history, 
save a Finnish distance runner, Paavo 
Nurmi, who won 12 between 1920 
and 1928. 


Felix has more to do. Since having 
her baby, Cammy, in 2018 she has 
transformed herself into one of the 
most outspoken advocates for wom- 
en in sports. 


“I feel like it’s definitely been a jour- 
ney for me to get to the point where 
I guess I had the courage to do so,” 
Felix said. 


She earned the platform with two 
decades of racing in which she won 
some, and lost some, and kept on 
coming back for more. 


Now, it’s time to see who takes her 
place. 


Earlier in the meet, someone asked 
Muhammad, the hurdler, what she 
thought about all this women’s dom- 
inance at the track - of America’s sev- 
en gold medals in track and field, they 


won five. 


“Women do it better,” she quipped. 





US rolls to women's hoops gold medal in Bird's last Olympics 


(AP) — Sue Bird and Diana Tau- 
rasi walked off the basketball 
court together, arm-in-arm, one 
last time at the Tokyo Games. 


They started their journey together 
five Olympics ago and ended it in the 
same fashion as always — with gold 
medals hanging around their necks. 


“All of what we’ve done for USA Bas- 
ketball, we’ve done together. It’s fit- 
ting,” Bird said after the 90-75 win 
over Japan on Sunday. 


And now it’s over — at least for the 
40-year-old Bird. 


“The best comparison is college since 
you know it’s the end,” Bird said. 
“Now I always have a wonderful 


feeling and a great taste in my mouth 
my senior year. That’s how it is with 


USA Basketball.” 


All she and Taurasi have done on the 
international stage is win and now the 
pair stands alone with five gold med- 
als — the first basketball players ever 
to accomplish that feat. 


“It’s 20 years and people only get to 
see these moments,” Taurasi said. 
"We're on these trips every day to- 
gether. every conversation. this 
means a lot to us.” 


While Bird is retiring from interna- 
tional basketball, Taurasi left the door 
open after the game in her on-court 
interview that she'll play in Paris in 
2024. 


She isn't actually certain she'll play, 
saying: ^We'll see." 


But, Bird threw a quick jab at her 
39-year-old friend for even consider- 
ing it. 


“Hahaha, idiot," Bird said laughing 
while standing next to Taurasi and 
talking with The Associated Press. 


The U.S. has now won the last sev- 
en Olympic gold medals matching 
the country's men's program for the 
most ever in a row. The men did it 


from 1936-68. 


Whth Bird orchestrating the flow of 
games and ‘Taurasi’s scoring, they 


have been a constant force for the 
U.S. providing stability for the 
women's program since the 2004 
Athens Games. They have won all 38 
of the games at the Olympics they've 
competed in. 


The names have changed around 
the pair, including greats Lisa Leslie, 
Sheryl Swoopes, Tina Thompson, 
Tamika Catchings and Sylvia Fowles, 
but the results haven’t. 


The Americans are on a 55-game 
Olympic winning streak dating back 
to the bronze medal game of the 1992 
Barcelona Games. 


The U.S. let Japan know that wasn’t 
going to change on Sunday.
